A t a prelim inary hearing 
before 


.Justice of the Peace J . L. Hill, this 
m orning, E llis Sm ith, of G ettysburg, 
charged w ith the larceny of an au to ­ 
mobile belonging to W illiam Shields, 
H anover street, was held in $500 bond 
for the April term of court. 
Sm ith 
w as arrested in H anover, 
Saturday 
evening, where be fled a fte r learning 
th at the police w ere a fte r him. 


Gene Richards, York street, 
awl 
A rth u r 
Cullison, 
G ettysburg, 
who 
were arrested last F rid ay evening for 
com plicity in connection with 
the 
th e ft of the autom obile, were releas­ 
ed a t the hearing when it developed 
th a t they had innocently 
accepted 
S m ith’s offer to tak e a ride w ith him 
in w hat he told them w as his m a­ 
chine. 
They w ere held, however, as 
m aterial w itnesses, by the Common­ 
w ealth in case the charges go be­ 
fore the grand jury. 


Four w itnesses gave th eir 
te sti­ 
m ony a t the prelim inary hearing. A. 
V. W eikert, chief of police here, who 
discovered 
the 
autom obile 
ab an ­ 
doned in Race H orse alley near N orth 
♦morning, 
was th e 
first 
called. 
T h e 
officer 
told 
of 
endeav­ 
oring to stop the m achine when it 
passed him going around th e .square 
to the left some tim e before it w-a-s 
abandoned. 
He identified the 
car, 
which he found abandoned 
as 
the 
a m e th a t passed him sho rtly before 
He also told how R ichards, Cullison 
and Sm ith passed his hiding place 
w here he had 
secreted him self to 
w atch developm ents 
in 
connection 
w ith the abandoned m achine. 


W illiam Shields, ow ner of the car, 
was then sworn in. He identified the 
m achine as belonging to him. 


Gene Richards 
and A rth u r Culli- 
Kon took the stan d next in o rder nam ­ 
ed. 
Both men told substantially the 
sam e story’. 
It was to the effect th a t 
Sm ith had invited them to take a 
ride to a place near M cKnightstown 
*m his car. He said he had another car, 
but th a t it was out of commission. 
All three, R ichards and Cullison de­ 
clared, w ent to the g arag e in the rear 
of the 
W ashington House, 
w here 
Sm ith opened the door w ith a key 
which he took from his pocket. Shields 
had previously 
testified th a t 
there 
was only one key to the lock, and th a t 
it was hidden at a window n ear the 
doer. 
This key, he said, w as gone 
the m orning a fte r the car w as stolen. 
Both R ichards and 
Cullison said 
they 
believed the c a r belonged 
to 
Sm ith. 
Upon th e stren g th of th eir 
story, the charges of larceny brought 
against them w ere dropped and they 
ware released from custody. 
Sm ith 
asked none of his prosecutors 
any 
questions. 
He said he was able to 
furnish bail.

C arlton W. Bauder, 19, of Jo h n s­ 
town, New York, is the student who 
wag taken iii w ith the fever. W hen his 
condition 
was 
discovered 
Sunday 
afternoon, Dr. G. D. S tanleyw ascall- 
d in and diagnosed the case as scar­ 
let fever. 
A fter consultation with 
S tate H ealth 
officer 
Dr. 
J. 
Bruce 
M cCleary, 
it 
was 
de- Hied 
not 
to 
place the College under quarantine. 


According to Dr. C. G. Crist," who 
has charge of B auder’s case, it is a 
typical case of scarlet fever, but he 
thinks it will not become serious. The 
p atien t seem s to have a mild attack 
of the disease, and no apprehension 
is felt for him. 


Bauder was im m ediately removed 
to the observatory’, whore his case 
will be w atched fo r fu rth e r develop­ 
m ents. 
No concern 
over 
the 
pos­ 
sibility of his case being tran sferred 
to others is felt at* the College, ac­ 
cording to Dr. W. A. G ranville, presi­ 
dent, due to the fact th a t B auder 
been in isolation in an upper corner 
of Old Dorm for th e p ast ‘en days. 
The occasion for his isolation was 
the fact that he wag nursing a n ith e r 
student, 
L uther 
S traley, 
through 
a mild case of chicken pox. 
Straley 
w as B auder’s room m ate, and will also 
be placed under q u arantine and ca re ­ 
fully 
watched for 
fu rth e r develop­ 
m ents. 


W hile no 
quaran tin e has yet been 
placed on 
the College, 
Erie 
Dear- 
dorff, 
G ettysburg 
H ealth 
O fficer, 
has requested th a t the students avoid 
going to motion picture th eatres and 
oth er 
public places pending fu rth er 
developm ents. 
“ If these sim ple p re­ 
cautions 
are 
observed,” 
said M r. 
D eardorff. “ there is little danger of 
a spread 
of the 
disease even if ad ­ 
ditional 
victim s are claim ed am ong 
th e student b o d y ." 
A uthorities are confident, however, 
th a t the scarlet fever will be confined 
to B auder, th e present case. 


Students of th e College w ere ask ­ 
ed to discontinue th e ir social 
activi­ 
ties, so as to avoid unnecessary social 
g ath erin g s until all danger of spread 
of the 
disease is p ast, according 
to 
Erie D eardorff.

Ruth 
and 
Miss Elizabeth Stallsm ith, who also 
participated in the chase. 


The fox 
was 
liberated 
before a 
gallery of approxim ately 250 persons. 
It w*as set fret1 in a field on the O yler 
and Spangler farm east of tow*n and 
headed in a southerly direction. 
The 
fox was given a short sta rt before 
the dogs were set upon its tra il. 
The riders evidently sensing th a t 
the

would be chased in

direction of W olf Hill or the wooded 
p a rt of the battlefield started

The dogs w ere on the scent of the 
fox during the entire chase and m ort 
than once it 'appeared to spectators 
as though the hounds had caught it, 
but the wily

Finally, with its energies 
spent, the fox clim bed into the 
low­ 
est branches of a tree near S pangler’s 
Spring, out of the reach of the bay­ 
ing dogs. 
W hen the dogs wore call­ 
ed off, the fox w as shaken out of the 
tree and M r. Schultz gathered it up, 
and

it in a 
burlap 
sack, 
brought it to tow*n.

Dublin, Feb. 12.— Dr. Thomas O'- 
Higgins, of Mary Borough, father of 
Kevin O’Higgins, Free State Minister 
of Home Affairs, wras 
assassinated 
ast evening. 
A 
party of arm ed men drew up 
near the O’Higgins residence at 7 
o’clock, Sunday 
evening and 
three 
members of it approached the house 
and demanded admittance. 
Dr. O’­ 
Higgins replied th a t in consequence 
of a communication recently captur­ 
ed he would not adm it anyone, but 
on the plea of w anting to see the 
documents, the raiders induced him 
to open the door. 
One of the armed men then enter­ 
ed, leaving his two companions on the 
doorstep. 
While the raider 
inside 
was reading the document, D r. O’­ 
Higgins, who was 70 years old, dis­ 
armed him. snatching away his re­ 
volver. 
The raider shouted to his 
two comrades to fire. 
They respond­ 
ed with the fatal shot which crashed 
into the top of Dr. O ’H iggin’s skull. 
Others of the raiding party also fir­ 
ed at him through the windows.

is

tho taxpayer for chief support, if 
such person is under 18 years of age 
or incapable of self support because 
mentally or physically defective.
